The Morgan County Kecordershlp Case De
cided Against the Democratic Claimant.

Special to trie lodiana&olis Journal.
Martinsville, Dec. 13. When Indiana held

ber biennial elections in October, the Recorder's
term of office in this county expired about the
last of that month. Thus tho Recorder-elec- t
could take his office directly. The date of elec-
tion being changed to November in 1SS2, neces-
sitated a chance in the date of the commission
for this office or else that he should be elected
two years before the trme for him to take his
office. In 1832, Harrison H. Olds was elected
to this office on the Republican ticket. His pre-

decessor's time expired Oct 26, 1SS4, but he held
the office until the 14th of November, when Mr.
Olds received his commission, granted that day.
He was all owed to hold over by tho Governor,
in order to obviate having to elect a man two
years before time for him to take his office.
Consequently it wonld not be necessary to elect
another until at the general election in 18SS,

just previous to the expiration of Mr. Olde'a
term. However, Col. J. K. Scott, of this city,
thought he saw a knot-hol- e through which
he, a Democrat, might crawl into
the recorder's chair. He claims that Olds'e
term of office expired Oct. 2G, 1SS3. A few days
before the election, in 1836, he had bis name
printed in Democratio tickets, and managed to
get 1,809 east for him. There was a total rote
that year of 4,400, 2,253 of which were Repub-
lican. All electors of Morgan county believed
there should be no election of recorder, there-
fore there was no election call for the election
of one. Scott did not disclose his intentions to
make a race for recorder, even on election day.
At the late election, as per election call, the Re-
publicans elected Benjamin F. Butler to office.
The Democrats, knowing the fotility of an ef-

fort to elect one of their men, did not put a can-
didate in the field. They hoped, in some way,
to seat Mr. Scott Butler, however, took his
office on the 14th of November. Scott claimed
to have been legally elected, and brought suit
against Butler, in the Circuit Court here, for
the recovery of the office. The case eame up on
Tuesday, before Judge liadley, of Danville, and
at the conclusion of the evidence and discus
sion,, this morning, Mr. Hadley declared Scott's
election invalid.

The judge be-
fore whom he was brought refused to accept bis
plea of guilty, and appointed a commission of
experts to examine into Young's mental condi-
tion. He was prononnced sane, and upon again
being taken into eourt reiterated his confession
of guilt. He wss then sentenced to imprison-
ment for life. Efforts were at once made to
have Thomas set at liberty, but it was urged
that Young, who was dying of consumption,
knew that he had not long to live, and therefore
undertook to do a fellow-convi- ct a good turn
that could not harm himself. The death of
Young, a few months ago, revived interest in
the case, and efforts were being made to set
Thomas at liberty.

The Result of Wednesday Night's Fire In
the Chicago Opera-Hous- e.

Chicago, Dec 13. The directors of the
Chicago Opera-hous- e Stock Company were in

Dr. lied rick Johnson, of Chicago, Gives His
Opinion of the Unjjodly Sunday Newspaper.
Washington'. Dec 13. A large delegation

from the American Sabbath convention had ft
hearing this morning in tn reception-roo- m of
the Senate before the committee on education
and labor, which had before it the bill intro-
duced last May by Mr. Blair, "to secure to the
Deople the enjoyment of the first day of the
week, commonly known as the Lord's day, as a
day of rest, and to promote its observan ce as
a day of religions worship." The mem-

bers of the committed present were Senators
Blair (chairman), Wilson of Iowa, Palmer, Call
and Payne. The object of the hearing was to
press npon the committee the consideration and
passage of this bilL The delegation was in-

troduced by Rev. W. F. Graft, of New Tor,
who presented many documents bearing on the
subject, including Cardinal Gibbons' letter,
and stated that the petitions for the passage of
the bill represented nearly 54,000,000 persons.
The cpeakera were Mrs. J. C. Bateham, C. B.
Boyd. A. S. Diven, formerly of the Erie rail-
way; Rev. T. P. Stephenson and Rev. F. W.
Conrad all of the above named favor-
ing the bilL Rev. Dr. Lewis, represent-
ing the Seventh-da- y Baptists, opposed the
bill, or desired to have Seventh-da- y Baptists,
Seventh-da- y Adventists and Jews exempted
from its operation. He asked that the bill be so
amended, on the broad ground of conscience,
and of the constitutional rights of members of
those communities. He asked that they should
be permitted to carry on legitimate business on
the first day of the week, as their religion re-
quired them not to do so in the seventh day.

Mr. Sterns, secretary of the National Temper-
ance Society, and Mm. Bateham, of tba Wom-
en's (Christian Union, favored the bill, and Prof.
Alonzo T. Jones, of the Battle Creek, Mich.,
Institute, representing the Seventh-da- y Advent-
ists, and Mr. Wolff, of Washington, opposed it.
The latter raid that the proposed legislation was
fraught with dangers more imminent than
Congress could imagine, and he appealed to the
committee to give due consideration to the mat-
ter, and consider the source of the petitions
and the easy manner of obtaining them before
taking action on the matter.

At 2 o'clock the President received the dele-
gates and the Sabbath observance convention.

The afternoon session of the Sabbath Union
Convention was presided over by the Rev. S.
H. Greene, of Calvary Bsptist Church. The
Rev. Dr. W. W. Evarts. of Chicago, read a pa-
per entitled "A Reply to the Secular Attack; on
the Sabbath."

At this evening's session the principal event
was the speech of Prof. Ilerriek Johnson, D. D.,
of Chicago, who spoke on the Sunday news-
paper. He prefaced his address with a state-
ment of the points he proposed to speak
npon. There were four of these
points, which he enumerated as follows:

What ia the Sunday newspaper? Why i it
here? What is it doicg, and what are we going
to do about it?" Proceeding to his address, he
aid the Sunday newspaper is the daily news-

paper Carried into Sunday, enlarged, but not
glorified or sanctified. It is a great mosaic, con-
taining all sorts of materia! about the world,
the flesn and the devil, and very often a great
deal that is vicious and unclean. As to why the
Sunday newepaner is here, Prof. Johnson said
that it is pleaded that a necessity exists for
it. but that plea, be said, was one
of absurdity; the newspaper is here
for the money there is in it.
The Sunday newspaper, he claimed, is keening
large numbers of vrorKingmen from the enjoy-
ment of a day to which they are entitled. It is
impossible to do the seven days' work in six,
and it was no evidence, he claimed, that, be-

cause the Sunday newspaper fiice looted quiet
on Sunday, that the men who worked there
until 4 o'clock in the morning were enjoying
tbeir Sunday. The Sunday newspaper is thrust
npon the people on . the . street on Sun-
day. Why is it that is - vas allowed
to be thus sold on the street, while
the ordinary peddler is required to keep
the Sabbath day by stopping his business? It
is necessary to seek Sunday amusements if per-
sons desire them. Not so with the Sunda7
newspaper. That is thrcst into the home. It
keeps the people from going to church and makes
it hsrder for those who attempt to do so regu-
larly. It has invaded the quiet of the country
to the detriment of the Sabbath. The boys
who sell the papers are encouraged to trample
upon the Sabbath, and its tendency is to defeat
the sensibilities of the people of God.
As to what is to be done in .

card to this important subject, Professor
Johnson said the people must beget a
conscience in which should be woven a love for
the Sabbath. God bad appointed the Sabbath,
and ho had told the people how to keep it. In
conclusion he appealed for a public conscience,
aided by that of the individual, to urge npon the
business men the urgency of reform, and he was
satisfied the desired end could be reached.

Resolutions asking Congress to amend the
Constitution of the United States, forbidding
the manufacture, sale and carrying of intoxicat-
ing liquors in the United States, were adopted,
after which the convention adjourned sine die.

SUNOU 3IATTEK3.

A Protest Against the Importation of Actors
Under Contract.

Washington, Dec 13. Louis Aldrieh, Har-le- y

Merry and Lewis M. Sanger, a committee
representing the Actors' Order of Friendship,
appeared before the Ford committee on investi-
gation of immigration, to-da- y, and asked that
the contract-labo- r law be amended so as to in-

clude professional actors and musicians among
the classes prohibited from entering the United
States under a labor contract. At present the
law specially exempts aetors and musicians from
its provisions. Under this exemption, the com-

mittee said that large numbers of foreign actors
were annually brought to this country for the
sole reason that they would work cheaper than
American actors. The money obtained was not
pent here, but was taken back to. the countries

whence they came when their engagement was
at an end. They did cot. the committee said,
object to the presence of stars, but to the host
of minor aetors they brought with them, and
to the cheap grade of foreign actors whom1
American managers imported solely because of
their cheapness. The American actors were
the equals of their foreign brethren in every re-
spect. Many of the American actors had served
the country during the war, and they all con-
tributed to the prosperity of the conntry.
Their profession was already over-
crowded, and they thought themselves
fairly entitled to protection against the
whole importation of cheap foreicn actors
who were under no obligations to the United
States. Mary Anderson, they declared, bad
brought her whole company from England be-

cause she could hire them cheaper than Ameri-
cans. Others had, for the eame reason, im-

ported all tbeir ballet girls, aetors and stage
people. The committee complained that the
wardrobes, stage properties and scenery were
all imported contrary to law. without pa) ment
of eustoms duties, and to the detriment of Amer-
icans.
